WILL BE SENTENCED HERE, 


Woman Who Murdered Her Himbniut 


Will be Before Jntlge Park 


Next Week. 


Stevens Point Journal:—Mrs. Alien 


Patzer, who murdered her husband on 
the "evening of January 6, by striking 
him on the head with a ijie-j.; of not t 
wood, when he was seated at His? table 
eating his supper, will bo air:iu.ned 
before Judge Park at Grant KapidB 
next week for sentence. Mr. and Mrs. 
Patzer lived on a farm near Manawv 
and were the parents of thirteen liv- 
ing children. After her husband was 
dead Mrs. Patzer stated that a man 
whom she did not recognize came into 
the kitchen, struck her husband on his 
head and then fled. At first this story 
was believed, but later suspicion rested 
upon Mrs. Patzer and immediately 
after the funeral of her husband she 
was arrested.. 
Her confession fol- 


lowed, but she said that the blow or 
blows that caused her husband's death 
were inflicted in self defense; that 
they had been having one of their fre- 
quent quarrels; that he drew a knife 
from his pocket; that a great fear 
came over her and that it was under 
these circumstances that she seized a 
stick of stove wood and dealt the fa- 
ta! blow. She has been in the Wau- 
paca jail since the second week in 
January, hut has now consented to go 
before the circuit court and enter a 
plea of guilty to manslaughter in the 
first degree. The penalty is not more 
than ten nor less than five years in the 
state prison.

THE NEW REGISTRY LAW, 


Only Full Citizens arc Entitled 


Have Their Names Placed 


On the List, 


to 


—Official notice of the time and 


places at which the boards of regis- 
tration will meet in this city will be 
found in another column. 
The ob- 


ject of the change in the registration 
law was no doubt to eliminate from 
the registration lists the names of all 
persons who are not entitled to vote 
under the new naturalization law. 


Under the old law all foreign born 


persons who had taken out their first 
papers were entitled to vote. 
Under 


the new law only those of foreign 
birth who have taken out their sec- 
ond papers—become full citizens— 
are entitled to the ballot. 


The new law in regard to registra- 


tion provides that the name of no per- 
son shall be placed on the registry un- 
less the elector appears in person be- 
fore the inspectors and requests that 
his name be registered. Therefore to 
meet a member of the board of regis- 
try and request him to register your 
name would not be sufficient; neither 
would it be permissable to send a. 
verbal or written request to the board; 
the law provides that those entitled 
to vote must appear in person before 
the board. 


Another section of'the election law 


provides that "any person who shall 


* 
* 
* 
procure his registration by 


any board ol registry as a legal voter 
in any election district, when he shall 
not at the lime have the requisite qual- 
ifications to enable him to be regis- 
tered in such district, 
* * « shall 


be punished by imprisonment in the 
state prison not more than three years 
nor less than one year, or in the coun- 
ty jail not less than one year of by 
fine not exceeding two hundred dol- 
lars.'/' 


The same penalty is provided for 


illegal voting.

•Iliive Their Names Placed 


On the List. 


—Official notice of the ,time and 


places at which the boards of regis- 
tration will meet in this city/will be 
found in another column. The 'Ob- 
ject of1 the change-in the registration 
law Vi'os.na doubt to eliminate from 
the registration lists tho names of 
persons who are not entitled to vote 
under the' new naturalization law. 


Under the old law all foreign born 


persons who had taken out their first 
papers were entitled4 to vote. 
Under 


the new Jaw only those of foreign 
birth who have taken out their sec-' 
ond papers—become 'full citizens- 
are entitled to the ballot. 


The hew law in regard to registra- 


tion provides that the name of.no per- 
son shall be placed on the registry Un- 
css the elector appears in person be- 
fore tlie Inspectors- and requests that 
bis name be registered.'

THE NEW REGISTRY LAW. 


Only Full Citizens are Kmtltlcd 


Have Their Xames Placed 


On the List. 


to 


—Official notice of the .time and 


places at which the boards ot regis- 
tration will meet in this city will be 
found in another column. 
The ob- 


ject of the change in the registration 
law was no doubt to eliminate from 
the registration lists the names of all 
persons who are not entitled to vote 
under the new naturalization law. 


Under the old law all foreign born 


persons who had taken out their first 
papers were, entitled to vote. 
Under 


the new law only those of foreign 
birth who have taken out their sec- 
ond papers—become full citizens- 
are entitled to the ballot. 


The new law in regard to registra- 


tion provides that the name of no per- 
son shall be placed on the registry un- 
ess the elector appears in person be- 
fore trie inspectors and requests that 
his name be registered. 
Therefore to 


neet a member of the board of reffis- 
;ry and request him to register your 
name would not be sufficient; neither 
.vould it be permissable to send a 
,-erbal or written request to the board; 
the law provides that those entitled 
to vote must appear in person before 
.he board. 
Another section of'the election law 


jroyides that "any person who shall

• • * procure his registration by 


any board of registry as a legal voter 
n any election district, when he shall 
lot at the time have the requisite qual- 
fications to enable him to be regis- 
ered in such district,

lives, have altered their aspect as.we 
have latterly looked . critically upon* 
them, with fresh, awakened eyes;, 
have 
dropped their, .disguises and 


shown themselves.alien and .sinister. 
Some new things, as wo look franlcly 
upon them, willing to comprehend 
their real character, have come to as- 
sume the aspect of things long believ- 
ed In and familiar, stuff,:, of our own 
convictions. We have been'refreshed 
by a new Insight Into our own life. . 


We see that In many things that 


life is very groat. It is incomparably 
great in its material aspects, in Its 
body of wealth, in tho diversity and 
sweep of Us energy, in the industries 
which have boon conceived and built 
up by the genius of individual men 
and the limitless enterprise of. groups 
of men. It Is great, also, very great, 
In Its moral force. 
Nowhere else In 


tho world have noble men and women 
exhibited In more striking form the 
beauty and energy of sympathy and 
helpfulness and counsel in their efforts 
to rectify wrong, alleviate suffering, 
and set the weak in the' way of 
strength and.'hope. .

ably efficlbnt. We have been proud of 
our Industrial achievements, but we 
have not hitherto stopped

Cully enough to count the_ human cost, 
tho cost of lives snuffed but, of ener- 
gies overtaxed and broken, tho fear- 
ful physical and spiritual cost to the 
men and women and children upon 
whom the dead weight and burden of 
It all has fallen pitilessly the years 
through.

New Executive of Nation Takes Oath 


on East .Portico of Capitol'After 


Marshall Becomes Vice- 


. ; 
President.

Wilson of New Jersey is president of 
the United States and Thomas. Riley 
Marshall of' Indiana is 'vice-president. 
The instant that the oath-taking cere- 
monies at noon today .in front.of the 
capitol-were completed, the Democrat- 
ic party of this country "came into its 
own" again after an absence of six- 
teen years from the precincts of ex- 
ecutive power.

people witnessed the newly elected 
president's'induction into office. Nine- 
tenths of the members of the crowd 
were enthusiastically joyful, the other

The-Bible -which during each suc- 


cessive four years is kept aa one of. 
the treasures^ of the Supreme court, 
./as the immediate instrument of the 
oath taking of Woodrow Wilson. Ed- 
ward Douglass White, chief justice of 
the United States,..held the Book for 
Mr. Wilson to rest his hands upon 
while he made solemn covenant to 
support the Constitution and the laws 
of the United States, and to .fulfill the 
duties of his office as' well and', as 
faithfully as it lay within his power 
to do.

Ceremonies Simple'-and: Impressive. 
Both of the ceremonies .proper were 


conducted iiv a severely 'simple.'but 
most impressive manner.

roundings of the scene of the. presi- 
dent's Induction into office, how.evep, 
were not, so simple,, for it was amout- 
of-door:.event and .the^great gathering 
of military, naval and uniformed civil 
organizations gave much more than a 
touch of splendor to the scene. 


President Taft and President-elect 


Wilson rode together from the White 
House to- the capitol, accompanied-by 
two. members 
of the congressional 


committee of arrangements. The vice- 
president-elect also rode from 
the 


White House to the capitol and in the 
carriage with him were the-senate's 
president pro tempore, Senntur Bacon 
of Georgia, and three members of the 
congressional committee of arrange- 
ments.

Ceremony/in Senate-Chamber. 


The admission .to• the senate cham- 


ber to-witness the oath-taking of the 
vice-president was by ticket, and( it 
,is needless to ,say every seat vj-as 
occupied. 
On the floor of. the. cham- 


ber were many former 'members of 
the senate who, because of.;the fact 
that they once held membership in 
that body, -were" given the privileges 
of the floor. After the hall was filled' 
and all the minor officials of govern-, 
rnent and those privileged-to 'witness 
the ceremonies -were seated, Willianv 
H;- T-a'f t and Woodrow Wilson,; precpd-; 
'•ed- by the eergeaht-at-arms' and. > the'; 
•committee b£'; arrangements-,.' entered 
the senate'chamber. • They, were fjol- 
lowed immediately by Vice-.'-'resideu't-, 
elect Thomas R. Marshall.,

The president and. 'the president- 


elect sat in the- first row' of seats di- 
rectly in front and almost under the 
desk of the presiding officer. - In the 
same row, -but to their left, were, the 
vice-president-elect .and two former 
vice-presidents ..of the United States, 
Levl. P. Morton of New York and; Ad- 
lai A., Stevenson, of Illinois. 


Whon.the distinguished company en- 


tered the chamber the , senate was 
still under its old organization. The 
oath of office was immediately admin- 
istered to,.. Vice-president-eject Mar- 
shall, "who thereupon .became yice- 
President Marshall. The prayer' or the 
day was given by the chaplain of th'e 
senate, Rev, Ulysses G-. B. Pierce, pas- 
tor of All Souls' Unitarian church, 61 
which President Taft has -been-a mem- 
ber. After the prayer the vice-presi- 
dent .administered the oath 
: 
t of office 


to ail the newly chosen senators, and 
'therewith the senate of the United 
States passed for the first time in 
years into the control of the Demo- 
cratic party. 


Procession to East Portico. 


Immediately after the. senate cere 


monies a procession was formed to 
march, to the platform of. the east por- 
tico of the capitol, where. Woodrow' 
Wilson was to take' the oath. The pro- 
Cession included the president and the 
president-elect, members of the Su- 
.preme court, both bouses of congress, 
all of the foreign ambassadors, all of 
the , heads of the executive depart- 
ments, many goyernors of-' states and 
territories, Admiral Dewey of the navy 
and several high officers of the sea 
service, the chief of staff oJ the army 
and many distinguished persohTi froirt 
civil life. They were followed by the 
members of the ( press and by iho^e 
persons who had succeeded in secur- 
ing seats in the senate galleries to 
witness the day's proceedings. 


:When President Taft an'd the presi- 


dent-elect emerged from the capitol 
on to the portico they saw in front 
of them, reaching far back into the 
park to the east, . an immense con- 
course of citizens. In the narrow line 
between the onlookers and the • plat- 
form on which Mr. Wilson was to take 
the oath, were drawn -up the cadets 
of 
the 
two greatest 
government 


schools, West Point and .; Annapolis, 
and flanking them were bodies of reg- 
ulars and of national guardsmen. The 
whole scene was charged with color 
and with life. 


On reaching the platform the presi- 


dent 
and 
president-elect 
took the 


seats reserved for them, seats which 
were flanked by many rows of benches 
rising tier on tier for the accommoda- 
tion of the friends and families of- the 
officers of the government and of. the 
press.

, Mr. Wilson Takes the Oath. 
The Instant that Mr.. .Taft 'and Mr. 


Wilson came within sight of the crowd 
there was a great outburst of ap- 
plause, and the military bands -struck 
quickly into "The Star< Spangled Ban- 
ner.'" Only a few bars .of the music 
were played and then soldiers and ci- 
vilians became silent to /witness re- 
spectfully .the oath taking and to 
listen to the address which followed. 


.The chief justice of the Supreme 


court delivered the, oath to the presi- 
dent-elect, who, uttering- the words, 


I will'," became president of 
the 


United States. As soon as this cere- 
mony was completed Woodrow. Wilson 
delivered his inaugural address, .his 
first speech to his fellow countrymen 
in '• the -capacity 'of their chief execu 
tive. 
. 


At the conclusion of the' speech the 


bands played once .-more, and William 
Howard Taft, now ex-president, of the 
United States, entered a carriage with 
the. new president,; and,; reversing, the 
order" of an hour/1 before, sat on the 
left -hand, side of .the carriage,- while

If you are a •'good Democrat, no 


doubt you believe that Thomas Jeffor- 
eori rodo unattended to the capitol on 
horseback, tied his horse to tho 
fence, and was Inaugurated with less 
ceromony than would attend tho tak- 
ing of office by a keeper of a dog 
pound. Such Is the old story, but It 
Is pure myth and la first found in 
a book of travels In tho United 
States written by John Davis, an Eng- 
lishman.

Washington, March 4.—President 


Wilson's'- inaugural- address, remark- 
able for its brevity, was listened to 
with the greatest interest by the vast 
throng which was gathered in front 
of the capitol's east portico, and at its 
-close there was heard nothing but 
praise for its eloquence and high 
moral tone. The address in full was 
as follows: 
> 
There has been a, change bf govern- 


ment.. It began two years ago, when 
the house of representatives became 
Democratic by a decisive majority. 
It has now been completed. The sen- 
ate about to'assemble will also be 
Democratic. The offices of president 
and vice-president have been put into 
the hands of Democrats. 'What does 
the change mean? That is the ques- 
tion that is uppermost in our minds 
today. That is the question I am go- 
ing to try to answer, in order, if 1 
may, 
to interpret the occasion^ 


Purpose of the Nation. 


It meant! much more than the mere 


success of a party. The success of a 
party .means little, except .when the 
nation is using that party for a large 
and definite purpose. 
No one 
can 


mistake the ' purpose Cor which . the 
nation . now seeks to use the ~ 


again with'the standards we^so proud- 
ly set up at the beginning and have 
always carried at our 'hearts." Our 
work is a work ot restoration. 
^ 


We have itemized, with.some degree 


of particularity^ the things that 'ought 
to' be altered and here are some^of 
the chief items:" A'tariff which cuts 
us off from our proper part in the 
commerce of the world, violates the 
just principles of taxation, and makes 
the government a facile instrument'in 
the hands of private interests- a bank- 
ing and currency system based upon 
the necessity of • the government to 
sell its bonds'flfty years ago and per- 
fectly adapted to concentrating cash 
and restricting credits; an industrial' 
system which, take it on all its sides, 
financial'as 
well -as 
administrative, 


holds capital in leading strfngs, re- 
stricts the liberties and limits the op- 
portunities of labor, and exploits with- 
out renewing or conserving the nat- 
ural resources of the country; a body 
of agricultural activities never yet 
given the efficiency of great business 
undertakings or served as it should be 
through the instrumentality of science 
taken directly to the farm, or afforded 
the i facilities-., of: credit .'.best, suited to 
its practical needs; water courses un- 
developed, waste places unreclaimed, 
forests untended, . fast., disappearing 
without plan or prospect, of renewal, 
unregarded .waste heaps.at.every. mine. 
We havfi.studied as'perhaps no'-other 
nation his the most effective means 
of production, but we have not studied 
cost 'or economy 'as' -we ""should '.either 
as ] organizers of industry, aa states- 
men, or.as Individuals. .' 
- 


Government for Humanity. 


Nor have 'we studied -and perfected 


__ie meana, by which government may 
he put at-j'the service .of. humanity, in 
safeguarding the health of the nation, 
the health of its men and its'women 
and its children, as-well-as their rights 
in the struggle for existence. This is 
no sentimental -duty. • The firm, basis 
of government, is justice, 
not 
pity. 


These are matters, of justice.. There 
can be no equality or opportunity, the

It is great, also, very great, 
in its moral force. 
Nowhere else in 


the world have noble men and women 
exhibited in more striking form the 
beauty and energy of sympathy and 
helpfulness and counsel in their efforts 
to rectify wrong, alleviate suffering, 
and set the weak in the' way 
oC 


strength and/hope. -We have built up, 
moreover, a great system of govern- 
ment, which has stood through a long 
age as in many respects a model for 
those who seek to set liberty upon 
foundations that will endure against 
fortuitous change, against .storm and 
accident. 
Our 
life 
contains every 


great thing, and contains it in rich 
abundance. 


Evils That Have Come. 


But the evil has come 
with 
the 


good, and much fine gold has been 
corroded. With riches has come in- 
excusable waste. 
We 
have . squan- 


dered a great part of what we might 
have used, and have not stopped to 
conserve the exceeding bounty of na- 
ture, without whjch our genius for en- 
terprise would have been worthless 
and impotent, scorning to fee careful, 
shamefully prodigal 'as well as admir- 
ably efficient. We have been proud of 
our industrial achievements, Cut we 
have not hitherto stopped 
thought- 


fully enough to count the^human cost, 
the cost of lives snuffed but, of ener- 
gies overtaxed and broken, the fear- 
ful physical and spiritual cost to the 
men and women and children upon 
whom the dead weight and burden of 
it all has fallen pitilessly the years 
through. The groans and agony of it 
all had not yet reached our ears, the 
solemn, moving undertone of our life, 
coming- up out oE the mines and fac- 
tories and out of every home where 
the struggle had its intimate and fa- j 
miliar seat. With the great govern-' 
ment went many deep secret things 
which we too long delayed to look 
into and scrutinize with candid, fear- 
less eyes. The great government we 
loved has too often been made use of 
for private and selfish purposes, and 
those who useel it had forgotten the 
people. 


At last a vision has been vouch- 


safed us of our life as a whole. We 
see the bad with the good, 'the de- 
based and decadent with the sound 
and vital. 
With this vision we ap- 


proach new affairs. 
Our duty is to 


cleanse, to reconsider, to restore, to 
correct the evil without impairing the 
good, to purify and humanize every 
process of our common life without 
weakening 
or 
sentimentalizing it. 


There has been something crude and 
heartless and unfeeling in our haste to 
succeed and be great. Our thought has 
been 'Let every man look out for him- 
self, let every generation look out for 
itself,' while we reared giant machin- 
ery which made it impossible that any 
but those who stood at the levers of 
control should have a chance to look 
out for themselves. We; had njOt for- 
gotten our morals. 
We-: remembered 


well enough that we had set ;up a 
policy which was meant to serve the 
humblest as well as the most power-- 
ful, with'an eye single-to the stand- 
ards of justice and fair play, and re- 
membered it with pride. But we were 
very'heedless 'and in 'a 'hurry to be 
great. - . . .

their very vitality,, from the conse- 
quences of great industrial arid social 
processes ' which they, cannot' alter, 
control, or singly cope with. 
Society 


must see to it that it does not itself 
crush or weaken or damage its own 
constituent parts. .The first duty of 
law is to keep sound the society it 
serves. Sanitary laws, pure food laws, 
and laws determining conditions of 
labor which, individuals are' powerless 
to determine for1 themselves are inti- 
mate parts of the very business of jus-\ 
tice and .legal efficiency. ' 


These are gome of' the things we 


ought to do, and riot leave the others 
undone, the old-fashioned, never-to-be- 
neglected, fundamental safeguarding 
of property and of individual right 
This is the high enterprise of .the new 
day; to lift everything that concerns 
our life as a nation to the light that, 
shines from the hearthfire of'every 
man's conscience and vision .of the 
right. 
It is inconceivable that we 


should do this as -partisans; it is in- 
conceivable we should clo'it in ignor- 
ance of the facts as they are or in 
blind haste. We shall restore, -not de- 
.stroy. We shall fli'al with-our econ- 
omic system as it 'is and as it may 
be modified, not as it might be' if we 
had a clean sheet of. paper to write 
upon; and step by step we shall make 
it what it should be, in the spirit of 
those who question'their own wisdom 
and seek counsel and knowledge, not 
shallow self-satisfaction or the excite- 
ment oC excursions whither they can- 
not tell. 
Justice, and only justice, 


shall always be our motto. 


Nation Deeply Stirred. . 


And yet it will be no cool process 


of 'mere science. The nation has been 
deeply stirred, stirred by a. solemn 
passion, stirred by the knowledge of 
wrong, of ideals lost, of government 
too often debauched and made an in- 
strument of evil. 
The feelings with 


which we face this new age of right 
and opportunity sweep across 
our 


heart-strings like some air' out of 
God's own presence, where justice and 
mercy are reconciled and the judge 
and the brother are one. We know 
our task to be no mere task of politics 
but a task which shall search us 
through and through, whether we be 
able to understand our time and the 
need of our people, whether we be in- 
deed their spokesmen, and . interpre- 
ters, whether we have the pure, heart 
to comprehend and the .rectified will 
to choose our high course of action. 


This is ao't a day of triumph; it is 


a day of dedication. Here muster, not 
the forces of party, but the forces of 
humanity.1 Men's hearts wait upon.us;, 
men's lives hang in the balance; men's 
hopes call upon us to say what we 
will do. Who shall live up to the 
great trust? Who dares fail to:try? 
I summon all honest men. all. patriotic, 
all. forward-looking ^ten, to. my s^de.

cordance with the law and the Con- 
stitution 
. 


The Bible -which during each suc- 


cessive four years is kept as one of 
the treasures of the Supreme court, 
was the immediate.instrument of the 
oath taking of Woodrow Wilson. Ed- 
ward Douglass White, chief justice of 
the United States, held the Book for 
Mr. Wilson to rest his hands upon 
while he made solemn covenant to 
support the Constitution and the law's 
of the United States, acd to fulfill the 
duties of his office as well and;.as 
faithfully as it lay within his power 
to do. 
Thomas Riley Marshall swore feal- 


ty to 
the 
Constitution and to the 


people in the senate chamb'er, where 
for four-years.it will be his duty to 
preside over the deliberations of the 
members of the upper house of con- 
gress.

Ceremonies Simple snd : Impressive. 
Both of the ceremonies .proper were

Ceremony in Senate Chamber. 


The admission to the senate cham- 


ber to witness the oath-taking of the 
vice-president was by ticket, and, it 
is needless to .say every seat was 
occupied. 
On the floor of the. cham- 


ber were many former members of 
the senate who, because of the fact 
that they once held membership in 
that body, were" given the privileges 
of the floor. After the hall'was filled' 
and all the minor officials of govern-, 
ment and those privileged.-to 'witness 
the ceremonies -were seated,' William 
H; T-a'ft and Woodrow Wilson,' preced-;

When the distinguished company en- 


tered the chamber the , senate was 
still under its oid organization. The

President Marshall. The prayer of: the 
day was given by the chaplain of the 
senate, Rev. Ulysses G. B. Pierce, pas- 
tor of All Souls' Unitarian church, of 
which President Taft has been a mem- 
ber. 
-After the prayer the vice-presi- 


dent .administered the oath of office 
to all the newly chosen senators, and 
therewith the senate of the 
United 


States passed for the first time in 
years into the control of the Demo- 
.cratic party. 


Procession to East Portico. 


Immediately after the senate cere 


monies a procession -was formed to 
march to the platform of the east por- 
tico of the capitol, where Woodrow 
Wilson was to take the oath. The pro- 
cession included the president and the 
president-elect, members of the Su- 
preme court, both houses of congress, 
all of the foreign ambassadors, all of 
the. heads of the executive depart- 
ments, many governors of states and 
territories, Admiral Dewey of the navy 
and several high officers of the sea 
service, the chief of staff cf the army 
and many distinguished persons, froi-n 
civil life. They were followed by tl'c 
members of the i press and by tho^e 
persons who had succeeded in secur- 
ing seats in the senate galleries to 
witness the day's proceedings. 


When President Taft and the presi- 


dent-elect emerged from the capitcl 
on to the portico they saw in front 
of them, reaching far back into the 
park to the east, an immense con- 
course of citizens. In the narrow line 
between the onlookers and the plat- 
form on which Mr. Wilson was to take 
the oath, were drawn up the cadets 
of 
the 
two greatest 
government 


schools, West Point and Annapolis, 
and flanking them were bodies of reg- 
ulars and of national guardsmen. The 
whole scene was charged with color 
and with life. 
On reaching the platform the presi- 


dent 
and 
president-elect 
took the

Washington, March 4. — Woodrow 


Wilson, as ex-president of Princeton 
rode dova Pennsylvania avenue to 
da3r, and later rode up the same ave- 
nue as president of the United States, 
and as the highest officer of govern- 
ment a, few minutes thereafter re- 
viewed the multitudes of soldiers and 
civilians which, with playing bands 
and flying; flags, marched by to give 
him proper official and personal honor. 


For several nights Pennsylvania ave- 


nue has been a glory of light. Today 
it was a glory of color, movement and 
music. There are 300,000 inhabitants 
of the city of Washington. Its tem- 
porary population is nearer the half 
million mark. ' The absentees from the 
flanking lines of the parade wero most- 
ly the policemen, who were given or- 
ders to protect the temporarily vacat- 
ed residences of the capital. 


Woodrow Wilson asked that "Jeffer- 


sonian simplicity" be observed In all 
things which had to do with his in- 
auguration. The command for Jeffer- 
sonian simplicity seems to be suscep- 
tible to elastic construction. 
There 


was nothing savoring of courts or roy- 
alty, but there was evidence in plenty 
that the American people love- uni- 
forms and all kinds of display which 
can find a place within the limits of 
democratic definition. It was a good 
parade and a great occasion generally. 


Throngs Vociferous With Joy. 


The inhibition of the inaugural ball 


and of the planned public reception at 
the capitol had no effect an a bar to 
the attendance at this ceremony of 
changing presidents. Masses were here 
to see, and other masses •were here to 
march.

A heading- Alfalfa State. 


A census taken among1 the growers 


of alfalfa who belong to the Wiscon- 
sin Experimental association 
brings 


out the fact that their yields on es- 
tablished seedlngs averaged 4.4 tons 
por aero. This is encouraging1 to all 
Wisconsin, as It puts her well ahead 
as an alfalfa growing state. It will 
also have tho effect of doubling our 
acreage of this crop in ,a very short 
time. 


Mr. A. D. Campbell, who has boon 


for" many years Interested in tho de- 
velopment of this state, has boon care- 
fully watching tho spread and suc- 
cess of alfalfa growing hero. He says 
of tho crop thls-yoar: 


"We-find in Wisconsin that tho best 


practice in securing a stand of alfalfa 
is to cultivate tho ground thoroughly 
in the spring- and about tho flrat or 
tenth of June, in order, to thoroughly 
kill out tho season's growth of weeds. 
Then seed with about 20 pounds to 
tho acre, together with a reasonable 
amount of soil from an established 
alfalfa Hold. When this work is pro- 
perly done, we aro almost certain to 
secure a fine stand and a yield of from 
a ton to a ton and a quarter per acre 
in the one cutting of the first season 
and a good growth for protection dur- 
ing the winter. 


"Theao results aro produced in all 


parts of the state from the Illinois 
state 'line to Lake Superior. Swartz 
Brothers'of Waukesha,. who aro ex- 
tensive growers of alfalfa, seeded 20 
acre's this year which they sold stand- 
ing in the field at $16 per acre. Tho 
experiment sub-station at Superior 
obtained this year three-fourths of a 
ton per acre on new seeding, which, 
however, ia somewhat less than usual. 
This!does away with the claim that 
is sV often, made . that farmers 
year'»,use of land when seeding 
. fa without a nurse crop."—Wi 
Agriculturist,"

Such a farmer must know Ju»t exact- 


ly wherein tho profit is madd, not by 
guesswork .but to a certainty. 
So 


diversified-.farming requires ft carefu 
attention to tho details of the-different 
phaden of tho farm activities and a 
careful watch of oach "department" of 
tho farm plant. 


When the farmer (?) simply* pro- 


duced grain tear after year, and sold 
tho same, ho only had to know, what 
his land 'produced per acre and the 
price received per- bushel to know wha 
the farm'produced. 


But as such work soon comes to an 


end in tho impoverishing of the soil 
Ithe man who makes farming a business 
takes up the work, and'it is ho who 
figures out how ho can best feed up 
the hay,-Brain and other products 
raised-on tho farm so that the neces- 
sary fertilizing' elements can be re- 
turned to tho fields, and tho • farm 
built UP to a high state of fertility by 
continued farm operations,, 


This farmer finds that his neighbor 


who-makes his. money in other busi- 
ness and who supports his farm there- 
on, and who has a fine herd of cows, is 
producing an abnormal amount .of 
butter or milk from hia herd per cow 
ho studies tho neighbor herd carefully 
studies the method of feeding, ,the 
amount of feeding, tho amount Jand 
cost thereof, and quite often, if 
usually, finds that tho neighbor's herd 
IH not roally producing a profit even on 
the big yield therefrom. 


It is found that to secure tho hlghes 


pOBHlblo production from a herd is-no 
the-best production for him as a busi- 
ness farmer. It may be all right for 
tho man who Is supporting a farm as a 
bobby or as a luxury, and who wants 
the reputation of producing tho bit, 
amounts per cow. 


Tho business farmer then settles 


down to the problem for him to solve 
tu-wlt: . taking what he has on. the 
farm, what ho can raise, arid what ho 
can otherwise obtain, how should it be 
disposed of to produce tho best profit 
not immediate returns, but in a con 
tlnued business on the farm. 
This 


consideration takes-in, of course', the 
building up of tho soil fertility ana 
improving the farm plant generally so 
tho business: equipment Is }n bettor 
shape at the end of each year's opera 
tlons than at the beginning, 
It has -been fully'demonsfcraltcdtha 


tho raw products of tho farm Jn tho 
main must be fed up on the farm tv 
best produce continuing prosperity in 
that business. 


This moans therefore a careful 


of the waysSind moa'.is of boat feeding 
tho raw products of tho farm. 
Thl» 


farmer soon finds as a rule that in tho 
dairying branch of tho farm work, that 
there is a point in tho feodlng of hlf 
cows beyond which ho can not go with' 
out oa.tlng up or rathoi*ioodlng up1 hlf 
profits. In other words, that .it is no' 
profitable, hence not desirable to food 
lavishly In order to roach the highest 
producing* capacity -of tho herd. 
The 


cost of reaching tho highest capacity 
limit of tho herd is too groat for auy 
profits to bo realized. 


Tho cow or herd is a factory in which 


tho raw materials of tho farm are to 
bo manufactured Into milk, cro'am and 
butter at a profit if possible. Honco, 
footling tho vory best and often tho 
costliest raw materials, which are ne- 
cessary to produce tho limit of capa- 
city, is found to bo not pood sense for 
our business farmer. 


It Is therefore highly important to 


properly solvo the proposition, "tak- 
ing what 1 have and 'can boat produce, 
with what I can otherwise obtain-rea- 
sonably, how and what should I food 
on tho farm to produce mo the best 
continuing profits."

Square Every Process of National 


Life With Standards Set Up 


at the Beginning. 


Washington, 
March 
4.—President 


Wilson's Inaugural address, remark- 
able for Its brevity, was listened to 
with the greatest interest by the vast 
throng whicli was gathered in front 
of the capitol's east portico, and at its 
close there was heard nothing but 
praise for its eloquence and high 
moral tone. The addresi in full was 
as follows: 


There has been a change of govern- 


ment. It began two years ago, when 
tbe house of representatives became 
Democratic by a decisive majority. 
It has now been completed. The sen- 
ate about to assemble will also be 
Democratic. The offices of president 
and vice-president have been put into 
the hands of Democrats. 
What does 


the change mean? That is the ques- 
tion that is uppermost in our minds 
today. That is the question I am go- 
ing to try to answer, In order, if 1 
may, to interpret the occasion. 


Purpose of the Nation. 


It meann m'ich more than the mere 


success of a party 
The success of a 


party means little except when the 
nation is using that party for a large 
and definite purpose 
No one can 


mistake the purpose for which the 
nation now seeks to use the Demo- 
cratic party. It seeks to use it to in- 
terpret a change in its own plans and 
point of view. Some old things with 
which we had grown familiar, and 
which had begun to creep into the 
very habit of our thought and of our 
lives, have altered their aspect as we 
have latterly looked critically upon 
them, with fresh, awakened eyes; 
have 
dropped 
their disguises and 


shown themselves alien and sinister. 
Some new things, as we look frankly 
upon them, willing to 
comprehend 


their real character, have come to as- 
sume the aspect of things long believ- 
ed in and familiar, stuff of our own 
convictions 
We have been refreshed 


by a new insight into our own life. 


We see that in many things that 


life is very great. It is incomparably 
great in its material aspects, in its 
body of wealth, in the diversity and 
sweep of its pnergv, in the industries 
which have been conceived and built 
up by the genii's of individual men 
and the limitless enterprise of groups 
of men 
It is great also very great, 


in its moral force 
Nowhere else in 


the world ha^e noble men and women 
exhibited in more striking form the 
beauty and energy of sympathy and 
helpfulness and counsel in their efforts 
to rectify wrong, alleviate suffering, 
and set the weak in the way of 
strength and hope. We have built up, 
moreover, a great svstem of govern- 
ment, which has stood through a long 
age as in many respects a model for 
those who seek to set liberty upon 
foundations that will endure against 
fortuitous change, against storm and 
accident. 
Ot'.r 
life 
contains every 


great thing, and contains it in rich 
abundance. 


Evils That Have Come. 


But the evil has come 
with 
the 


good, and much fine gold has been 
corroded. 
With riches lias come in- 


excusable waste. 
We 
have 
squan- 


dered a great part of what we might 
have used, and have not stopped to 
conserve the exceeding bounty of na- 
ture, without which our genius for en- 
terprise would have been worthless 
and impotent, tcorning to t>" careful, 
shamefully prodigal as well as admir- 
ably efficient. 
We have been proud of 


our industrial achievements, but we 
have not hitherto stopped 
thought- 


fully enough to count the human cost, 
the cost of lives snuffed out, of ener- 
gies overtaxed and broken, the fear- 
ful physical and spiritual cost to the 
men and women and children upon 
whom the dead weight and burden of 
it all has fallen pitilessly the years 
through. The groans and agony of it 
all had not yet reached our ears, the 
solemn, moving undertone of our life, 
coming up out of the mines and fac- 
tories and out of every home where 
the struggle had its intimate and fa- 
miliar seat. With the great govern- 
ment went many deep secret things 
which we too long delayed to look 
into and scrutinize with candid, fear- 
less eyes. 
The great government we 


loved has too often been made use of 
for private and selfish purposes, and 
those who usec! it had forgotten the 
people 


At last a vision has been vouch- 


safed us of our life as a whole 
We 


see the bad with the good, tho de- 
based and decadent with the sound 
and vital 
With this vision we ap- 


proach new affairs. 
Our duty is to 


cleanse, to reconsider, to restore, to 
correct the evil without impairing the 
good, to purify and humanize every 
process of our common life without 
weakening 
or 
sentimentalizing it. 


There has been something crude and 
heartless and unfeeling in our haste to 
succeed and be great. Our thought has 
been 'Let every man look out for him- 
self, let every generation look out for 
itself.' while we reared giant machin- 
ery which made it impossible that any 
but those who stood at the levers of 
control should have a chance to look 
out for themselves. 
We had not for- 


gotten our morals. We remembered 
well enough that we had set up a 
policy which was meant to serve the 
humblest as well as the most power- 
ful, 
with an eye single to the stand- 


ards of justice and fair play, and re- 
membered it with pride. But we were 
very heedless and in a hurry to be 
great. 


Things to Be Altered. 


WTe have come now to the sob«r 


second thought 
The scales of heed- 


lessness have fallen from our eyes. 
We have made up our minds to square 
every process of our 
national 
life

again with the standards we to proud- 
ly set up at the beginning and bave 
always carried at our hearts. Our 
work is a work of restoration. 


We have itemized with some degree 


of particularity the things that ought 
to be altered and here are some of 
the chief items: A tariff which cuts 
us oft* from our proper part in the 
commerce of the world, violates tbe 
just principles of taxation, and makes 
the government a facile instrument in 
the bands of private Interests; a bank- 
ing and currency system based upon 
the necessity cf the government to 
sell its bonds fifty years ago and per- 
fectly adapted to concentrating cash 
and restricting credits; an industrial 
system which, take it on all its sides, 
financial as well as administrative, 
holds capital in leading strings, re- 
stricts the liberties and limits the op- 
portunities of labor, and exploits with- 
out renewing or conserving the nat- 
ural resources of the country; a body 
of agricultural activities never yet 
given the efficiency of great business 
undertakings or served as it should be 
through the instrumentality of science 
taken directly to the farm, or afforded 
the facilities of credit best suited to 
its practical needs; water courses un- 
developed, waste places unreclaimed, 
forests untended, fast 
disappearing 


without plan or prospect of renewal, 
unregarded waste heaps at every mine. 
We have studied as perhaps no other 
nation has the most effective means 
of production, but we have not studied 
cost or economy as we should either 
as organizers of industry, as states- 
men, 
or as individuals. 
Government for Humanity. 


Nor have we studied and perfected 
e^ means by which government may 


be put at the service of humanity, in 
safeguarding the health of the nation, 
the health of itc men and its women 
and its children, as well as their rights 
in the stiuggle for existence 
This i& 


no sentimental dJty 
The fam batis 


oi government is justice, 
not 
pity 


These are matters of justice 
There 


can be no equality or opportunity, the 
fir.st essential of iust'ce in the body 
politic, if men r.nd v omen and chil- 
dren be not shielded in their lives, 
their very vitality, from the conse- 
quences of great industrial and social 
processes which they cannot 
alter, 


control, or singly cope with. 
Society 


must see to it that it does not itself 
crush or weaken or damage its own 
constituent parts. 
The first duty of 


law is to keep sound the society it 
serves. Sanitary laws, pure food laws, 
and laws determining conditions of 
labor which individuals are powerless 
to determine fo~ themselves are inti- 
mate parts of the very business of jus-, 
tice and legal efficiency 


These are s.ome of the things we 


ought to do, and not leave the others 
undone, the old-fashioricd, never-to-be- 
neglected, fundamental safeguarding 
of property and of individual right. 
This is the high enterprise of the new 
day; 
to lift ever)thing that concerns 


our life as a nation to the light that 
shines from the hearthfire of every 
man's conscience and vision of the 
right 
It is inconceivable that we 


should do this as prrt'tans; it is in- 
concehable we should do it in ignor- 
ance of the facts as they are or in 
blind haste. We shal' restore, not de- 
stroy. We shall 6:al with our econ- 
omic system as it is and as it may 
be modified, not as it might be if we 
had a clean sheet of paper to write 
upon, and step by step we shall make 
it what it should be, in the spirit of 
those who question their own wisdom 
rind seek counstl and knowledge, not 
shallow self-catisCaction or the excite- 
ment of excursions wlntner they can- 
not trll. 
Justice, and only justice, 


shall always be our motto 


Nation Deeply Stirred. 


And yet it will he no cool process 


of mere science. The nation has been 
deeply stirred, stirred by a solemn 
passion, stirred by the knowledge of 
wrong, of ideals lost, of government 
too often debauched and made an in- 
strument of evil. 
The feelings witb 


which we face this new age of right 
and opportunity sweep 
across 
our 


heait-strings like some air out of 
God's own presence, where justice and 
mercy are reconciled and the judge 
anc' the brother are one. 
We know 


our task to be no meie task of politics 
but a task which shall search us 
through and through, whether we be 
able to undeistand our time and the 
need of our people, whether we be in- 
deed their spokesmen and interpre- 
ters, whether we have the pure heart 
to comprehend and the rectified will 
to choose our high course of action. 


This is ijiot a day of triumph; it is 


a day of dedication Here muster, not 
the forces of party, but the forces of 
humanity Men's hearts wait upon us; 
men's lives hang in the balance; men's 
hopes call upon us to say what we 
will do 
Who shall live up to the 


great trust? Who dares fail to try? 
I summon all honest men. a'ii patriotic, 
all forward-looking *nen, to my s^de. 
God helping me, J will not fail them 
if they will but counsel and sustain 
me!

CEREMONIES ARE IMPRESSIVE 


Iew Executive of Nation Takes Cath 
on East Portico of Capitol After 


Marshall Becomes Vica- 


President.

4.—Woodrow 


Wilson ot New Jersey is president of 
the United States and Thomas 
Riley 


Marshall of Indiana is vice-president. 
The instant that the oath-taking cere- 
monies at noon today in front of the 
capitol were completed, the Democrat- 
ic party of this country "came into its 
own" again after an absence of six- 
teen years from the precincts of ex- 
ecutive power. 


A throng of many thousands of 


people witnessed the newly elected 
president's induction into office. Nine- 
tenths of the members of the crowd 
were enthusiastically joyful, the other 
tenth cheered with them, as becoming 
good American citizens watching 
a 


governmental change ordered in ac- 
cordance with the law and the Con- 
stitution 


The Bible which during each suc- 


cessive four years is kept as one of 
the treasures of the Supreme court, 
was tho immediate instrument of the 
oath taking of Woodrow Wilson. 
Ed- 


ward Douglass White, chief justice of 
the United States, held the Book for 
.Mr. Wilson to rest his hands 
upon 


while he made solemn covenant to 
support the Constitution and the law's 
of the United States, acd to fulfill the 
duties of his office as well and as 
faithfully as it lay within his power 
to do. 


Thomas Riley Marshall swore feal- 


ty 
to 
the 
Constitution and to the 


people in the senate chamber, where 
for four years it will be his dtity to 
preside over the deliberations of the 
members of the upper house of con- 
press. 
Ceremonies Simple and Impressive. 
Both of the ceremonies proper were 


conducted in a severely simple but 
most impressive mannei. 
The sur- 


roundings of the scene of the presi- 
dent's induction into office, however, 
were not so simple, for it was an out- 
of-door event and the great gathering 
of military, naval and uniformed civil 
organizations gave much more than a 
touch of splendor to the scene 


President Taft and President-elect 


Wilson rode together from the White 
House to the capitol, accompanied by 
two 
members of the 
congressional 


committee of arrangements. The vice- 
president-elect 
also rode from 
the 


White House to the capitol and in the 
carriage with him were the senate's 
president pro tempore, Senator Bacon 
of Georgia, and three members ot the 
congressional committee of arrange- 
ments. 


Ceremony in Senate Chamber. 


The admission to the senate cham- 


ber to witness the oath-taking of the 
vice-president was by ticket, and it 
is needless to say every seat \yas 
occupied. 
On the floor of the cham- 


ber were many former members of 
the senate who, because of the fact 
that they once held membership in 
ttiat body, were given the privileges 
of the floor. After the hall was filled 
ard all the minor officials of govern- 
ment and those privileged to witness 
the ceremonies were seated, William 
H. Taft and Woodrow Wilson, preced- 
ed by the sergeant-at-arms and 
t;he 


committee of arrangements, 
entered 


the senate chamber. 
They were fol- 


lowed immediately by Vice-.-'resident- 
elect Thomas R. Marshall, 
leaning 


White Men in the Tropics. 


White governments encourage emi-

tempore of the senate. 


The president 
and the president- 


elect sat in the first row of seata di- 
rectly in front and almost under tha 
desk of the presiding officer. In the 
same row, but to their left, were the 
vice-presidentelect and two former 
vice-presidents of the United States, 
Levi P. Morton of New York and Ad- 
lai A. Stevenscn of Illinois. 


When the distinguished company en- 


tered the chamber the senate was 
still undar its old organization. The 
oath of office was immediately admin- 
istered to Vice-President-elect Har- 
dball, who thereupon became Vice- 
President Marshall The prajcr o'f the 
day was given by the chaplain of the 
senate, Rev Ulysses G. B. Pierce, nas- 
tor of All Souls' Unitarian church, ot 
which President Tafl has been a mem- 
ber. 
After the prayer the vice-presi- 


dent administered the oath of offices 
to all the newly chosen senators, and 
therewith the senate of the United 
States passed for the first time in 
years into the control of the Demo- 
cratic party. 


Procession to East Portico. 


Immediately after the senate cere 


monies a procession was formed to 
march to the platform of the east poi- 
tico of the capitol, where Woodrow 
Wilson \vas to take the oath. The pro 
Cession included the president and the 
president-elect, members of the Su- 
preme court, both houses of congress, 
all of the foreign ambassadors, all ot 
the heads of the executive depart- 
ments, many governors of states and 
territories, Admiral Dewey of the navy 
and several high officers of the sea 
service, the chief of staff cf the army 
and many distinguished person,, froii 
civil life. They were followed bj the 
members of the press and by lliOoO 
persons who had succeeded in secur- 
ing seats in the senate galleries to 
witness Ihe day's proceedings. 


When President Taft and the presi- 


dent-elect emerged from the capitol 
on to the portico they saw in front 
of them, reaching far back into the 
park to the east, an immense con- 
course of citizens. In the narrow line 
between the onlookers and the plat- 
form on which Mr. Wilson was to take 
the oath, were drawn up the cadets 
of 
the 
two greatest 
government 


schools, West Point and Annapolis, 
and flanking them were bodies of reg- 
ulars and of national guardsmen. The 
whole scene was charged with color 
and with life. 


On reaching the platform the presi- 


dent 
and 
president-elect 
took the 


seats reserved for them, seats which 
were flanked by many rows of benches 
rising tier on tier for the accommoda- 
tion of the friends and families or the 
officers of the government and of the 
press. 


Mr. Wilson Takes the Oath. 


The instant that Mr. Taft and Mr. 


Wilson came within sight of the crowd 
there was a great outburst of ap- 
plause, and the military bands struck 
quickly into "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner." 
Only a few bars of the music 


were played and then soldiers and ci- 
vilians became silent to witness re- 
spectfully the oath 
taking and to 


listen to the address which followed. 


The chief justice of the Supreme 


court delivered the oath to the presi- 
dent-elect, who, uttering the 
words, 


"I will," became president of 
the 


United States. As soon as this cere- 
mony was completed Woodrow Wilson 
delivered his inaugural address, his 
first speech to his fellow countrymen 
in the capacity of their chief execu 
tive. 


At the conclusion of the speech the 


bands played once Tiore, and William 
Howard Taft, now ex-president of the 
(Jnited States, entered a carriage with 
the new president and, reversing the 
order of an hour before, sat on the 
left hand side of the carriage, while

New President Reviews Immense 


Inaugural Procession. 


AVENUE A GLORIOUS SIGHT 


General Wood, Grand Marthal—Vet- 


erans, National Guard and Civil- 


ian* In Line—Indians Add 


Touch of Picturesque. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington, March 4. — Woodrow 


Wilson, aa ex-president of Princeton, 
rode do'j'fl Pennsylvania avenue to 
day,'and later rode up the same ave- 
irje as president of the United States, 
and as the highest officer of govern- 
ment a tew minutes thereafter re- 
viewed the multitudes of soldiers and 
civilians which, with playing bands 
and flying flags, marched by to give 
him proper official and personal honor. 


For several nights Pennsylvania ave- 


nue has been a glory of light. Today 
it was a glory of color, movement and 
music. There are 300,000 inhabitants 
of the city of Vv'asliiuglon. Its tem- 
porary population is nearer the half 
million mark. The absentees from the 
Hanking lines of the parade wero mobt- 
ly the policemen, who were given or- 
ders to protect the temporarily vacat- 
ed residences of the capital, 


Woodrow Wilson asked that "Jeffer- 


bonian sinijlicily" be observed in all 
things which hud to do with his in- 
auguration. The command ior Jeffcr- 
Bouian simplicity seems to be suscep- 
tible to elastic construction. 
There 


was nothing savoring of courts or roy- 
alty, but there was evidence in plenty 
that the American people love uni- 
forms and all kinds of display which 
can find a place within the limits of 
democratic definition. It was a good 
parade and a great occasion generally. 


Throngs Vociferous With Joy. 


The inhibition of tho inaugural ball

It you nro a -' good Democrat, no 


doubt you bellove that Thomas Jeffer- 
son rode unattended to the capitol on 
horseback,

fence, and was inaugurated with less 
ceremony than would attend tho tak- 
ing of office by a keeper of a dog 
pound. Such is the old story, but it 
Is pure myth and is first, found in 
;i book of travels In tho 
United 


States written by John Davis, an Eng- 
lishman. 
Davis asserted that ho was 


an eye-witness of the simple ceremony 
which ho described, but it has been 
proved that ho was noc in Wash- 
ington at tlio time. 


The inauguration of Jefferson, which 


marked the defeat of the Federalist 
party 
of 
Hamilton, 
Washington, 


Adams and Jay, was the first to take 
place In Washington. The newly es- 
tablished national capital, then but 
a few months old, contained only 3,000 
inhabitants, many of thorn negroes; 
the houses were mostly huts and tho 
streets muddy roads. The big event 
was thus described in the Philadelphia 
Aurora ot March 11; ISOi: 


"At an early hour on Wednesday. 


March 4. the city of Washington pre- 
sented a. spectacle of uncommon ani- 
mation occasioned by the addition to 
its usual population ot a large body 
of citizens from the adjacent districts.

outlet. 
It was the people's day, the 


people's president, and the people 
would rule." 


Exposure Killed Harrison. 


For 12 years the Democrats con- 


trolled the destinies of the country, 
and then the Whigs elected William 
Henry Harrison, who was inaugurated 
March 4, 1841. 
By this time trans- 


portation was made easier by the 
building of railways and the crowd 
that flocked to Washington was im- 
mense. 
It was much better .behaved 


than that which "honored" Jackson, 
but it was hungry for offices. 


Cold, wintry blasts swept tho streets 


of 
Washington that March day, and

feeble, rode liis white horse without 
cloak or overcoat, and with his hat 
off in salute to the cheering crowds.

Incidents That Marked the Day 


in Former Years. 


WASHINGTON'S 
OATH-TAKING 


New York Scene of His Induction— 


Story of Jefferson's Simplicity a 


Myth—"People's Day" When 


Jackson Took Office. 


By E. W. PICKARD. 


Woodrow Wilson is the twenty-sev- 


enth man to be inaugurated president 
of the United States, but the twenty- 
fifth to be inaugurated in U'ashington 
George Washington took the oath o 
office in New York and John Adam: 
in Philadelphia. 
Moreover, the Fa 


ther of His Country was not inaugi 
rated on March 4. 


Arriving at ElizabetlUov.-n Poin. 


N. ,1.. on April 23, he entered a barg 
rowed by 12 pilots clad in whiti 
and passed through the Kill von Ku 
into New York harbor; which was fu 
of all manner of craft gaily decorate 
and loaded with cheering crowds. Th 
Spanish man of war Galveston brok 
out the colors of all nations, an 
fired a salute of 13 guns, to which tli. 
American frigate North Carolina rn 
sponded. 


Arrival at New York. 


As Washington stepped ashore a 


Murray's wharf the guns of the Hat 
tery roared out their salute and Gov 
George Clinton and many members o: 
congress saluted tho first president 
He was taken to the residence ol 
Samuel Osgood, and for ar. entire 
week there was revelry throughout 
tho city. 


Finally, on April SO. all was ready 


for the inauguration. 
Washington 


was escorted to Federal hall, then 
the capitol, which stood on tho site of 
the present sub-treasury at Wall and 
Broad streets. 
The streets had been 


tilled since 
sunrise 
with 
waiting 


crowds, and the enthusiasm was in- 
tense. 
In the. senate chamber Wash- 


ington was joined by Adams, Knox, 
HumiltDn, von Steubuii and a few oth- 
ers, and nil of them appeared on the 
balcony. 
Robert A. Lh ingston, chan- 


cellor of New York, administered the 
oath and cried "Long 
live, George 


Washington, president of the. United 
States," whereupon there broke out 
a mighty tumult of cheering, bell-ring- 
ing and the noise of cannon. 
Re- 


turning to the senate chamber. Pres- 
ident Washington read his inaugural 
address and the history of 
the 


United States under the constitu- 
tion began. 


Myth About Jefferson, 


If you are a good Democrat, no 


doubt you believe that Thomas Jeffer- 
son rode unattended to the capitol on 
horseback, 
tied his horse to the 


fence, and was inaugurated with less 
ceremony than would attend the tak- 
ing of office by a keeper of a dog 
pound. Such is the old story, but it 
is pure myth and is first found in 
a book of travels in the 
United 


States written by John Davis, an Eng- 
lishman. 
Davis asserted that he was 


an eye-witness of the simple ceremony 
which he described, but it has been 
proved that ho was not in Wash- 
ington at the time. 


The inauguration of Jefferson, which 


marked the defeat of the Federalist 
party 
of 
Hamilton, Washington. 


Adams and Jay, was the first to take 
place in Washington. 
The newly es- 


tablished national capital, then but 
a few months old, contained only 3,000 
inhabitants, many of them negroes; 
the houses were mostly huts and tho 
streets muddy roads. The big event 
was thus described in the Philadelphia 
Aurora of March 11; 1S01: 


"At an early hour on Wednesday, 


March 4, the city of Washington pre- 
sented a spectacle of uncommon ani- 
mation occasioned by the addition to 
iti usual population of a large body 
of citizens from the adjacent districts, 
A discharge from the company of 
Washington artillery ushered in the 
day. and about one o'clock the Alex- 
andria company of riflemen with the 
company of artillery paraded in front 
of the President's lodgings. At 12 
o'clock Thomas Jefferson, attended by 
a number of his fellow citizens, among 
whom were many members of con- 
gress, repaired to the capitol. 
His 


dress was, as usual, that of a plain 
citizen, without any distinctive badge 
of office. 
He entered the capitol un- 


der a discharge from the artillery. As 
•oon as he withdrew a discharge from 
ibe artillery was nude. The remain- 
der of the day wa» devoted to pur- 
oo*ea of festivity, and at night there 
wa* a pretty general illumination." 


Jackson Almoit Mobbed. 


When Andrew Jackson was elected 


.In the fall of 1828 the people of the 
weat and the radlatl elements of the 


south scored a triumph and he was 
hailed aa a "man of the people." This 
character was emphasized on the day 
of his inauguration the 
following 


March, for never before had such a 
huge motley throng gathered in Wash- 
ington. 
.Jackson's wife had died not 


long before, and he asked that the 
ce-onionies be made very simple, but 
the masses were too hilarious to heed 
the request. The weather was pleas- 
ant and the east front of the capitol 
was used for the first time for the in- 
auguration. 
In front of it surged 


10,000 persons who were restrained 
only by a great iron chain. Jackson 
rode to the capitol on a white horse 
and went through the ceremonies with 
dignity, and started back to the White 
House. 
Then began his troubles, for 


tho people broke loose with a ven- 
geance. 


"The president was literally pursued 


by a motley concourse of people, rid- 
ing, 
running, helter-skelter, striving 


who should first gain admittance into 
the executive mansion, where it was 
understood that refreshments would 
be distributed," wrote a contempo- 
rary, Mrs. Samuel Harrison Smith. In 
their-mad rush the cronjds smashed 
furniture and dishes and seized the 
food as if they were starving. "The 
confusion became more and more al- 
palling. 
At one moment tho presi- 


dent, who had retreated until he was 
pressed against the wall of the apart- 
ment, could only be secured against 
serious danger by a number of gen- 
tlemen linking arms 
and 
forming 


themselves into a barrier. 
It was 


then that the windows were thrown 
open, and the living throng found an 
outlet. It was the people's day, the 
people's president, and the people 
would rule." 


Exposure Killed Harrison. 


For 12 years the Democrats con- 


trolled the destinies of the country, 
and then the Whigs elected William 
Henry Harrison, who was inaugurated 
March 4, 1841. liy this time trans- 
portation was made easier by the 
building of railways and the crowd 
that flocked to Washington was im- 
mense. 
It vast much better behaved 


han that which "honored" Jackson, 
but, it was hungry for offices. 


Cold, wintry blasts swept the streets 


of 
Washington that March day, and 


Marrisoii, already old 
and 
rather 


'eeble, rode his white horse without 
cloak or overcoat, and with his hat 
Dff in salute to the cheering crowds. 
The line of march was unprecedent- 
•dly long, and so was the inaugural 
iddress, and then the president led 
h'l procession back to 
the 
White 


louse. The exposure was too much for 
him and within one month he was 
lead. 


Lincoln's First Inauguration. 


Immensely dramatic was the first 


Inauguration of Abraham Lincoln in 
'SGI. From the day of his election 
:hreats against his life were numer- 
)us, and detectives discovered 
and 


oiled an organized plot'to assassinate 
.im on his way to Washington. The 
ilg bodies of troops that had been 
employed at 
former inaugurations 


nerely to add pomp to the occasion 
IDW were used for the protection of 
he president. 
As he rode to the 


•apitol in a carriage he was preceded 
>y a company of suppers and miners; 
a double Hie of cavalry rode on each 
side, and in the rear were infantry 
and riflemen. 
On house tops and in 


windows all along Pennsylvania ave- 
nue were posted riflemen. 


The day had opened cloudy, chilly 


and dismal, but as the president step- 
ped forward to take the oath from 
the aged Chief Justice Taney the sun 
burst through the clouds and shone 
full on the bowed head of the man 
who was to give up his life for the 
country he loved. 
Lincoln himself 


noticed this "sunburst" 
and 
drev 


from it a happy augury. 


In Recent Years, 


The inaugurations of Cleveland and 


Roosevelt are too recent to need tell- 
ing. 
To the former the Democrats 


flocked in tremendous numbers. Wash- 
ington entertained 
100,000 
visitors 


that day, and 25,000 persons march- 
ed in the parade 
Colonel Roosevelt's 


inauguration attracted another im- 
mense throng, and was made espe- 
cially picturesque 
by 
the 
Hough 


Riders and other Spanish war vet- 
erans who appeared in the proces- 
sion. 


If one wishes to stir the wrath of 


the "weather man" in Washington, it 
is only necessary to mention March 
4, 1909, when William Howard Taft 
was inducted into the office of presi 
dent. 
Every preparation had been 


made for an imposing ceremonial and 
parade, but the entire affair was spoil- 
ed by a. fierce blizzard «nd snowstorm 
that swept over the national capital. 
The weather bureau was caught nap- 
ping, and gave no smallest hint of the 
coming storm. The parade was held, 
after a fashion, but the ceremony of 
Inaugurating the president had to b* 
transferred from the front of the cap- 
itol to the senate chamber, where but 
few could gain admittance to witness 
them. 
The weather bureau will not 


hear the last of ,that fiasco in this 
generation.

the United States frovornment. 
The 


have powers and privileges that are 
denied to all other banks.. 
Amonfc 


these powers is that of Issuing money 
which. Is an attribute of sovereignty 
itself. 


Congress could, this very clay, re 


peal trto act under which these banks 
were created and send every one of 
them into liquidation. It could by 
single Jaw destroy all those privileges 
under which tho First National bank 
for example, has made ?SO,000,000 in 
prodta on an original investment of 
$500,000. 


Yet GoorjfC F. Bakor, president of 


that bank, tolls a committee of con- 
gress that "this committee has no more 
right to my list of bank securities than 
the public has to my tailor bill." He 
tolls this committee that "it's none ot 
congress's business how many banks 
uro controlled by a national bank." 
Ho tells this committee that there is 
110 reason for the surrender of certain 
syndicate's to congress, and that "as 
to the partners'in interest, it is purely 
u. private al't'alr." 
He tells this com- 


mittee that by a securities .company 
organized by the First National bank 
i.t purely a personal, private transac- 
tion. 


Tko old order dies hard and it 


flfjhts to the laat. It required years of 
agitation and legislation to convince 
tho reluctant railroads that they were 
affected with a public intrest and that 
they could have no honest secrets from 
the public.

A census taken among- the growers 


of alfalfa who belong to the Wiscon- 
sin £xporlmental association 
brings 


out the fact that their yields on es- 
tablished soodings averaged 4.4 tons 
por acre. This is encouraging- to all 
Wisconsin, as It puts her well ahead 
as an alfalfa growing state. It will 
also havo the ottoet of doubling our 
acreage of this crop in a very short 
time. 


Mr. A. D. Campbell, who has been 


for many years interested in the de- 
velopment of this state, has boon care- 
fully watching the spread and suc- 
cess of alfalfa growing here. 
of tho crop this year: 


He says 


"Wo ftnd in Wisconsin that the best 


practice in securing a stand of alfalfa 
is to cultivate the ground thoroughly 
in the spring and about the first or 
tenth of June, in order, to thoroughly 


x kill out the season's growth of weeds. 


Then seed with about 20 pounds to 
tho acre, together with a reasonable 
amount of solL from an established 
alfalfa field. When this work is pro- 
perly dono, we are almost certain to 
secure a fine stand and a yield of from 


- a ton to a ton and a quarter per acre 


in the one cutting of the first season 
and a good growth for protection dur- 
ing the winter. 
- "These results aro produced in all 
parts of the state from the Illinois 
state -line to Lake Superior. 
Swartz 


Brothers of Waukesha, who are ex- 
teasive growers of alfalfa, seeded 20 
acres this year which they sold stand- 
ing in the field at ?16 per acre. The 
experiment sub-station at 
Superior 


obtained this year three-fourths of a 
ton per acre on now seeding, which, 
however, is somewhat less than usual.

continued farm operations. 


This farmer finds that his neighbo 


who-makes his money in other bus" 
ness and who supports his farm there 
on, arid who has a fine herd of cows, ' 
producing an abnormal amount o 
butter or milk from his herd per cov 
he studies the neighbor herd careful! 
studies the method of feeding, 
th 


amount of feeding, the amount an 
cost thereof, and quite often, if nc 
usually, finds that the neighbor's her 
is not really producing a profit even o 
the big yield therefrom.

DYINfi HARD. 


National banks are chartered by 


the United States government. 
They 


have powers and privileges that are 
denied to all other banks. 
Among 


thea* powers Is that of issuing money, 
which ia an attribute of sovereignty 
Itself. 


Congress could, this very day, re- 


peal tHe act under which these banks 
were created and send every one of 
them into liquidation. It could by a 
single Jaw destroy all those privileges 
under which the First National bank 
for example, has made $80,000,000 in 
profits on an original imentment of 
1500,000. 


Yet George F. Baker, president of 


that bank, tells a. committee of con- 
gress that "this committee has no more 
right to my list of bank securities than 
the public has to my tailor bill." He 
tells this committee that "it's none of 
congress's business how many banks 
are controlled by a national bank." 
He tells this committee that there is 
no reason for the surrender of certain 
syndicates to congress, and that "as 
to the partners In interest, it is purely 
a. private affair." 
He tells this com- 


mittee that by a securities company 
organized by the First National bank 
is purely a personal, private transac- 
tion. 


Tke old order dies hard and it 


fights to the last. It required years of 
agitation and legislation to convince 
the reluctant railroads that they were 
affected with a publjc intrest and that 
they could have no honest secrets from 
the public. 


It required years of agitation to 


convince corporations that they were 
not above the goverment that char- 
tered them. 


Men like Mr. Baker think that a 


national bank is a private affair. 


Other men of his type lustily pro- 


claim that the stock exchange Is a pri- 
vate affair. All of them exploit the an- 
cient theory that the public is a new 
milch cow whose sole function is to be 
exploited for individual profit 
But 


their day ia done. 


Mr. Baker ia an intresting but not 


an important relic of a dead past Ten 
years from now financiers of his type 
will be as rare as railroad presidents 
who deny the right of the goverment 
to regulate Interstate commerce.—New 
York World. 


Since newspapers in Wisconsin were 


prohibited from taking transportation 
in payment of advertising bills, time 
tables have not appeared in all of the 
papers of the state. Senator Teasdale 
introduced a bill by which railroads 
will be required to publish local time 
tables in the newspapers of the towns 
or cities where stations are maintained 
and to pay the rate charged by the 
newspapers for such insertion. 


Unoccupied and unengaged upper

Farming as a business •nterprive, 


and farming as a matter of recreation, 
or as a hobby, are two entirely differ- 
ent propositions. 
, 


Th« bona fide farmer, the man who 


has to make a living on the terra and 
who must make the farm paj> if he is 
to gam any financial headway, Is the 
man who must run the farm on a profit 


producing basis, 
, 


Such a farmer must know just exact- 


y wherein the profit Is made, not by 
guesswork but to a certainty. 
So 


diversified farming requires a careful 
.ttention to the details of the different 
phases of the farm activities and a 
careful watch of each "department" of 
he farm plant. 


When the farmer (?) simply pro- 


duced grain year after year, and sold 
:he same, he only had to know what 
his land produced per acre and the 
irice received per bushel to know what 
he farm produced. 


But as such work soon comes to an 


end in the impoverishing of the soil, 
((he man who makes farming a. business 
takes up the work, and it is he who 
llgures out how he can best feed up 
the huy, gram and other products 
raisrd on the farm so that the neces- 
sary fertilizing elements can be re- 
turned to the fields, and the farm 
built up to a high state of fertility by 
continued farm operations. 


This farmer finds that his neighbor 


who makes his money in other busi- 
ness and who supports his farm there- 
on, and who has a fine herd of cows, is 
producing an abnormal amount of 
butter or milk from his herd per cow, 
he studies the neighbor herd carefully 
studies the method of feeding, 
the 


amount of feeding, the amount and 
cost thereof, and quite often, if not 
usually, finds that the neighbor's herd 
s not really producing a profit even on 
the big yiold therefrom. 


It is found that to secure the highest 


possible production from a herd is not 
the best production for him as a busi- 
ness farmer. It may be all right for 
the man who is supporting a farm as a 
hobby or a.s a luxury, and who wants 
the reputation of producing the big 
amounts per cow. 


The business farmer then settles 


down to the problem for him to solve, 
to-wit. 
taking what he has on tho 


farm, what he can raise, and what he 
can otherwise obtain, how should it be 
disposed of to produce the best profit 
not immediate returns, but in a con- 
tinued business on the farm. 
This 


consideration takes in, of course, th< 
building up of the soil fertility and 
Improving the farm plant generally so 
the business equipment is jn bettei 
shape at the end of each year's opera 
tions than at the beginning, 


It has been fully demonstrated thai 


the raw products of the farm in the 
main must be fed up on the farm tc 
best produce continuing prosperity in 
that busincsb. 


This means therefore a careful study 


of the na>s and means, of best feeding 
the raw products of the farm. 
Thu 


farmer soon finds as a rule that in the 
dairying branch of tho farm work, tha 
there is a point in 'he feeding of hi; 
cows beyond which he can not go with 
out eating up or rather" feeding up hi: 
profits. In other words, that it is no 
profitable, hence not desirable to feed 
lavishly in order to reach the highes 
producing capacity of the herd. Th 
cost of reaching the highest capacitj 
limit of the herd is too great for any 
profits to be realized. 


The cow or herd Is a factory in which 


the raw materials of the farm are ti 
be manufactured into milk, cream and 
butter at a profit if possible. Hence, 
feedins the very best and often th 
costliest raw materials, which are ne 
cessarj to produce the limit of capa 
cit>, is found to be not good sense fo: 
our business farmer. 


It is therefore highly important ti 


properly solve the proposition, "tak 
ing what 1 have and can best produce 
with what I can otherwise obtain rea

A Leading Alfalfa Stale. 


A census taken among the growers 


of alfaifa who belong to the Wiscon- 
sin fexperimental association brings 
out the fact that their yields on es- 
tablished seedmgs averaged 4.4 tons 
per acre. This is encouraging to all 
Wisconsin, as it puts her well ahead 
M an alfalfa growing state. It will 
atoo have the effect of doubling our 
acreage of this crop in a very short 
time. 


Mr. A. D. Campbell, who has been 


for many years interested in the de- 
velopment of this state, has been care- 
fully watching the spread and suc- 
cess of alfalfa growing here. He says 
of the crop this year: 


. 
"W« Had in Wisconsin that the best 


practice in securing a stand of alfalfa 
is to cultivate the ground thoroughly 
in the spring; and about the first or 
tenth of June, in order to thoroughly 


, kill out the season's growth of weeds. 


Then seed with about 20 pounds to 
the acre, together with a reasonable 
amount of soil from an established 
alfalfa field. When this work is pro- 
perly done, we are almost certain to 
secure a fine stand and a yield of from 
a ton to a ton and a quarter per acre 
in the one cutting of the first season 
and a good growth for protection dur- 
ing the winter. 


"These results are produced in all 


parts of the state from the Illinois 
state line to Lake Superior. 
Swartz 


Brothers of Waukesha, who are ex- 
tensive growers of alfalfa, seeded 20 
acre* this year which they sold stand- 
ins; In the field at »1« per acre. The 
experiment sub-station at Superior 
obtained this year three-fourths of a 
ton per acre on new seeding, which, 
howevor, is somewhat leas than usual. 
This does away with the claim that 
is so often made that farmers 
Tear's ose of land when seeding 
f» wttBo&t a nurse crop."—W.

Naval Militia Bill Favored. 


Both, the 
Democrats

(jare congress to promote the efficiency 
of the various state naval bodies and 
to create an organized naval militia 
which, in time of war, under certain 
conditions, will bo subject to federal 
control. 
The plan is that in time oi 


peace the navy department shall have 
such control as to prescribe the physi- 
cal, moral and military qualifications 
of the;offlcers and enlisted men, ,.

shall no longer he sacrosanct to clubs. 
They will have to look for other quar- 
ters, 


In the very heart o£ clubland a large 


hotel will1 shortly be built. 
Negotia- 


tions are in progress'to acquire other 
sites ( in Piccadilly for similar pur- 
poses'. Theatrical managers, even pic- 
ture show proprietors, are casting en- 
vious eyes upon "stately houses, when 
in the old days the "three bottle" men 
were bundled decorously into horse 
-cabs and sent on their drunke* way 
rejoicing.' The leases under which 
the older clubs secured their prem- 
ises 'are expiring—most of thein are, 
'ac'coYding to English custom, for nine- 
ty-nine years. 


Tho majority of the Piccadilly clubs 


only pay.a mere song for their homes, 
]n some cases the original- owner of 
the property was a member of the 
club and leased the land or buildins 
for a "peppercorn," or nominal sum, 
'to-.hls own. organization. ..Such de- 
scendants, 'of these generous folk as 
Sir Richard .Sutton, who owns a good: 
'deal of the land, look, at the matter 
in a. different llglVt. The value of Pic- 
cadilly sites is about $50 per square 
foot.,, 'By! evicting' a club the owner

"We follow the plan of at least 


yearly testing our herd with tuber- 
culin. 
We completely cleaned out 


tuberculosis from our herd in 1900, 
and no trace of it has been found in 
the yearly testings nor in the post 
mortems of such animals as have died 
from other causes. 
We should say 


that we buy no females. 
We raise 


where we have bought desirable males. 
Of course this helps greatly to keep 
the herd free of tuberculosis. 


Alfalfa. 


"This superb forage plant is grown 


somewhat extensnely on our farm. 
We use it in rotation the same as 
clover and grow clover only on Mich 
fields as h,ui> been tiled. 
Alfalfa, i>w- 


mg ti its deep rout growth is <iuite 
apt to till the tiling especially if the 
water runs in the tile nearly all the 
time. 
We pursue the sjstem of a 


live-year rotation. 
Corn one year; 


barley as a nurse crop sown with onl\ 
3 pecks to the acre with alfalfa and 
the latter holding the ground three 
years. 


"We aim to tup-dress the alfalfa 


with either ground marl or limestone 
once in this rotation at the laU of 
two tons per aci e. We can see a de- 
cided strengthening of the .soil in this 
practice. 
ANi> whenever manure or 


green alfalfa is plowed under, with i 
goes a dressing of 600 to 1000 pound 
of raw ground phosphate which we 
obtain by the carload from Tennessee 
It is our constant aim to keep up the 
fertility of nor soil to as high a notch 
as possible. 
\e\er yet, though wr 


carry a large stock of cattle and hogs 
and six horses, have we been able ti 
produce as 
much 
manure 
as we 


thought it profitable to use on the 
farm. To be sure we have been bring 
ing up what was, when we took it thir- 
teen years ago, a badly rundown farm. 
Consequently we buy all the manure 
one livery stable in town produces, 
and last summer purchased in addi- 
tion a carload of sheep manure. 


"The keynote in farming with us 


a constant increase of producing pow- 
er in uur soil. Around this revolves 
all of our expenditure of money for 
lime, manure and phosjhnte. 
As a 


result of this policy we have seen this 
farm more than double in production 
with any crop since we took it. 


"This, we take it, is the cardinal 


doctrine uf modern farming. 
The 


man who follows that principle stead- 
ily, and invests money to do it. will 
find himself on the right side of the 
ledger. 
Keep up the fertility of the 


farm and it will keep you with a con- 
stantly increasing profit. 


"We may say further that the farm 


consists of 233 acres. 
It is devoted 


in the main to coi n sufficient for three 
silos and the crib, alfalfa and barley. 
The cash re\enue is derived from the 
sale of pure bred Guernseys, barley 
as seed, and hoys with some poultry. 


"About $30,000 is invested in the 


farm and it is made to pay a good in- 
terest."

INFECTION CARRIED IN BREAD

I Moreau, health physician at Sens, re- 
| ported a email epidemic of diphtheria 
| traced to a common source, a baker 


\\ho transmitted the infection along 
with his bread, sometimes to persons 
whom he did' not see. This epidemic 
attacked eleven persons and caused 
four deaths. It was not restricted to 
a single commune, but extended to 
three at a distance of from 2 2-5 to 
3% miles. This spread was all the 
more surprising since diphtheria is 
not frequent in either of the three 
communes and has not been men- 
tioned since 1905. Although several 
bakers furnished bread throughout the 
affected districts, all the patients with- 
out exception were patrons of the 
same baker, >i hose wife and son were 
the first attacked. The woman had 
contracted oiphtheria when on a trip 
to a district where there were at the

The law library of the White House 


is in the office annex. Mr. Taft has 
his "reading books" in the study ol 
the main structure.

Naval Militia Bill Favored.

of the officers and enlisted men. 


Aristocratic Resorts on Piccadil- 


ly Street Are Passing. 


Groundi Upon Which They Are Situ- 
ated Are Now Too Valuable for 


Purpoie—Old Organizations Seek- 


* ing New Location*. 


London.—Tie most famous street 


of clubs in lr^ world is likely before 
long to lose Its character. 
The utili- 


tarianism—sometimes 
described 
as 


Americanism—which introduced ice 
and electric subways into London's 
daily life, has decreed that Piccadilly 
shall no longer be sacrosanct to clubs. 
They will have to look for other quar- 
ters. 


In the very heart of clubland a large 


hotel will shortly be built. Negotia- 
tions are in progress to acquire other 
sites in Piccadilly for similar pur- 
poses. Theatrical managers, even pic- 
ture show proprietors, are casting en- 
vious eyes upon stately houses, when 
in the old days the "three bottle" men 
were bundled decorously into horse 
cabs and sent on their drnnkex way 
rejoicing. 
The leases under which 


the older clubs secured their prem- 
ises are expiring—most of them are, 
according to English custom, for nine- 
ty-nine years. 


Tho majority of the Piccadilly clubs 


only pay a mere song for their homes. 
In some cases the original owner of 
the property was a member of the 
club and leased the land or building 
• or a "peppercorn," or nominal sum, 
to his own organization. 
Such de- 


scendants of these generous folk as 
Sir Richard Sutton, who owns a good 
deal of the land, look at thcj matter 
in ii different light 
The value of Pic- 


cadilly sites is about ?5fl per .square 
foot. 
By evicting a club the ouner 


of the property in question automatic- 
ally acquires a small fortune, either 
by building himself or 
renting 
to 


some enterprising hotel, store or the- 
ater. 


The subordination of the picturesque 


to the utilitarian in Piccadilly will 
probably be complete within the next 
ten years. The trend of business and 
of traffic in London today is toward 
tho West End. Centers half way be- 
tween west and east, which formerly 
surged nightly with crowds, are now 
deserted. 
At the moment the Ritz 


and Berkeley hotels, which stand half 
way between Piccadilly Ciicus and 
Hyde Park, mark the limit of the hotel 
man's daring. Up till now he haii not 
encroached upon the row of clubs, 
the Rothschild houses and that part 
of Piccadilly between Bond street and 
Hyde Park which ends in the grim 
mansion where the great Duke of
